Just Above the Earth? 
Just a nitre 50 miles above our \ 
heads the temperature Is between 1,000 
and 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, accord­ 
ing to a new theory of the earth's at- | 
mosphcre presented by Prof. B. Oath- 
enborg, of the California Institute of 
Technology. 
This 
extremely 
hot 
weather a few miles up, according to 
Professor Uuthenbtrg’s novel theory, 
Is because the atmosphere Is practi­ 
cally the same In composition through­ 
out and not exclusively helium in some 
high layers, as other physicists have 
concluded.

Governor Albert C. Ritchie of Mary­ 
land today aligned himself with thbs** 
who oppose government-ownership a* 
the solution of the public utilities prob­ 
lem. 
Ritchie Is among the more ptomln- 
ent favorite son candidate* 
for 
the 
democratic 
presidential 
nomination 
next year. 
He outlined his view* be­ 
fore the public utilities section of th** 
American Bar Association in conven­ 
tion here. 
“The national policy, It seems to me.” 
Ritchie said, "must not be government 
ownership. The capitalistic system has 
its defects, of course pet iuds of forced 
unemployment a r e perhaps th** worst 
— but it has centuries of evolutionary 
growth back of it, und undo it w e 
have come to lead the nations of the 
world in every form of progrew. 
I do 
not believe in crippling it. 
“I would not deny the people of any 
state the light to protect and develop 
their power resources in whatever way 
iftay seem to them best adapted to that 
end. 
But I do not believe ther<* are 
fnany instances in which state regula­ 
tion will not aptly suffice rather than 
any form of state ownership." 
Ritchie said there might be power 
resources of such special nature thut 
public welfare would require s|>ecial 
treatm ent. In this connection he cited 
Muscle Shoals and the Hoover dam 
project, but rem arked that national 
policy with respect to the latter had 
been determined. 
He did not define 
the nature of special treatm ent which 
would be desirable at Muscle Shoals. 
The governor saki government ow n­ 
ership of the power industry would 
vastly reduce tax collections and would 
“make us political slaves of the federal 
governm ent” in that it would create a 
political machine of "staggering mag­ 
nitude.”

So many contradictory reports come out of Russia that it is 
difficult to arrive at any definite understanding with regard to 
conditions. 
Undoubtedly travelers are shown just what the Rus­ 
sian leaders of the Soviets want them to see and they are told just 
What these same leaders want them to know. 
That conditions under the old ch ristie regime were deplor­ 
able is conceded, but if half the stories that come out of Russia are 
to be credited there has been little real ad\ arnement under the 
new, despotic rule of the Soviets. 
The people of Russia are so 
accustomed to abuse that they submit uncomplainingly to treat­ 
ment that an American citizen would resent as an insult of the 
worst type, hut the peasant accepts his lot almost without com­ 
plaint, though families are divided, property is taken by the gov­ 
ernment without recompense and those who oppose the govern­ 
ment are shot without a chance to save their miserable lives. 
An American writer says that if a citizen of the United 
States wants to go to church he may do so, if he wishes to say what 
his children shall study he may dei so within certain limits. 
If he 
cares to criticize the; politicians he is at lilierty to do so, if he 
wishes to go visiting and has the* price he may go where he* pleases, 
he may build his own house, can rent out his front rejoins or he 
may operate any portion of his dwelling as a store room ariel can 
serve fountain drinks if he so desires. 
AH these things are chine differently in Russia and the peas­ 
ants are so accustomed to yield that there is little trouble for the 
government because the worker knows little of privilege or |iowe»r 
within himself. 
He is not permitted to m id newspapers except 
theist Uttered under direction of the Soviets. 
Opinions are net 
tolerated unless they agrt»e with the opinions held by the se;lf- 
elected leaders and the latter rule with a rod of iron. 
Death 
awaits the rtiati cir'organization brave enough to defy or seriously 
disagree with those in power in Russia and this certainty of pun­ 
ishment, together with the uhnosLcolossal ignorance of the worker, 
makes the task of leadership lh Russia a comparatively easy erne*. 
That there has lieen some advancement in a broad way for Russia 
is doubtless true, but if Americans were to submit to one-half the 
abuses heaped upon the toiler under the Soviets we could provide 
the world with everything necessary in the way of com forts and 
conveniences. 
But the American citizen will never give up his 
independence to follow* the rule of the* despot. 
We may complain 
of our lot and he convinced that almost any change might Is* for 
the better, but we’ll stick to the old ship even though agitators 
paint a rosy picture of better conditions under a different form of 
government.

So many contradictory reports come out of Russia that it is 
difficult to arrive at any definite understanding with regard to 
conditions. 
Undoubtedly travelers are shown just what the Rus­ 
sian leaders of the Soviets want them to see and they are told just 
What these same leaders want them to know. 
That conditions under the old czaristic regime were deplor­ 
able is conceded, but if half the stories that come out of Russia are 
to be credited there has been little real advancement under the 
new, despotic rule of the Soviets. 
The people of Russia are so 
accustomed to abuse that they submit uncomplainingly to treat­ 
ment that an American citizen would resent as an insult of the 
worst type, but the peasant accepts his lot almost without com­ 
plaint, though families are divided, property is taken by the gov­ 
ernment without recompense and those who oppose the govern­ 
ment are shot without a chance to save their miserable lives. 
An American writer says that if a citizen of the United 
States wants to go to church he may do so, if he wishes to say what 
his children shall study he may do so within certain limits. 
If he 
cares to criticize the politicians he is at liberty to do so, if he 
wishes to go visiting and has the price he may go where he pleases, 
he may build his own house, can rent out his front rooms or he 
may operate any portion of his dwelling as a store room and can 
serve fountain drinks if he so desires.
